WASHINGTON, 


West’s Attempt to Get Control 
of the District Govern. 
ment. 


Some idea of the Audacity of 
the Newly-Appointed Com- 
missioner. 


Meeting with Obstacles, He Sets Out 
to See the President at 
New York. 


The Stalwarts Have Called In the 
Famous Issue of Brass 
Medals. 


Arguments of Williams and Totten in 
Defense of Brady and 
Turner, 


WEST’S AMBITION, 


THE EXTRAORDINARY PROGRAM OF ONE OF 
THE NEW DISTRICT COMMISSIONERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, O. C., Aug. 21.—The dullness of 
Washington as a Capital bas given way to u gen- 
eral stir among ali classes here over the discov- 
ery of the attempt by the lately-appointed Com- 
missioner West to upset the whole machinery 
of the Distriet Government. This attempt is 
universally regarded us a move to secure places 
for favored friends and strikers, and to trans- 
form the Capitalof the Nation into such a past- 
ure-ground for politicians as Louisiana states- 
men of the West school were long accustomed 
to at home. The appointment of ex-Senator 
West some weeks since was regarded 
with general distrust, though his friends 
deciared with such carnestness that be was an 
excellent man for the piace that he was con- 
firmed with but little opposinon. It now ap- 
pears, bowever, that the moment he entered 
upon bis duties he began to scheme to get per- 
sona! control of the entire district machinery, 
and proposed toremove most of its prominent 
officers. At the last meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners Mr. West submitted a paper to 
the board proposing a reorganization of 
the assignment of the various depart- 
ments as they now stand. This pian of 
reorganization proposed to place the ak- 
fairs of the Fire, Police, and MHealth 
Departments, the telegraph and,telepbone serv- 
ice of the District Government, the bureaus of 
the Tax-Coliector and the Auditor, the Coroner 
and his office, the Wasbington Asylum and 
Workbouse, the police control of all street and 
steam railroads, under the special charge of the 
President (West) of the board. The health officer 
was to be charged with the cleaving and sweep- 
ing of the streets, sileys,and sewers, and with 
the prohibition and abatement of nuisances, 

to tke control of the President 

board. The affairs of the pub- 
neretofore under the con- 

President of the  voard, 

were to be assigned to Commissioner Morgan. 
The most notabie feature of this piece of ef- 
frontery, it will be seen, was the transfer from 
Commissioner Morgan of the Police, Heaith, and 
Fire Departments to Commissioner West, and 
from Engiuveer-Commissioner Lydecker, of the 
cleaning and sweeping of the streets and alleys 
to the Health Officer, all of which—police, 
ure, health, and street-sweeping—was to be in 
cha of Commissioner West. When, after a 
full discussion, the other two Commissioners re- 
fused to allow the most important of their own 
duties to pass into the bands of Mr. West, this 
latter gentieman announced that he would take 
no further part in the proceedings of the board 
until they bad assented to the proposed reorgan- 
ization. He went oue step further, however, be- 


fore leaving. and demanded that the other Com- 


missioners should consent to the immediate re- 
moval of the Chief of Police, Chief of the Fire 
Department, and the Heaith Officer. This was, 
of course, refused. The fact is, the District 
could spare Mr. Commissioner West far better 
than any one of the officers whose places be de- 
sires to fill. Mr. West then lett for New York, 
anoovacing that be would not return till things 
were as be wanted them. His deciared pur 

was to obtain the President's approval of bis 
remarkable cou If the President does not 
remove Mr. West instead be does not possess the 
metal with which the District credit him. The 
move of West is one solely in the line of intro- 
ducing the spolis system into the affairs of the 
National Capital. The liberal appropriations of 
Coagress, nade because the country takes pride 
in its Capital, have proved too much for a gen- 
tleman of Mr. West's training in tue 
school of practical Louisiana poli- 
tics. For obvious reasons tne Government 
of this District has pot been organized as an act- 
ive partisan Goverhment. his plan bas re- 
ceived the sanction of both parties in Congress. 
So fully was this proposition accepted that while 
both Houses were Democratic they passed a bill 
organizing the present District Government, 
and gave the appointment of all its officers to a 
Republican President. Some few corrections 
are needed in District affairs. In the main mu- 
nicipal affgirs are eflicientiy managed. The 
move of Westisto take advantage of the de- 
mand for a few slight improvements to turn 
the whole Goverument of the District over into 
the hands of professional liticians. It is a 
matter demanding the attention of the country, 
since it is a blow directed at the best interests of 
ite Capital.

STAR ROUTES. 
THE TRIAL YESTERDAY. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 21.—Williams, one 
of the counsel for the defense in the star-route 
trials, and especially representing Brady, ad- 
dressed the jury this morning. His speech for 
the most part was a protest against the adoptioa 
of unjust practices which he claimed had con- 
trolled the prosecution throughout the whole 
case. 

He was followed by Totten, the oounsel for 
Brady and Turner. Totten called attention to 
the fact that there was not one order in proof 
which had been made by Brady. Every order 
presented was merely a memorandum, not 
signed by Thomas J. Brady, but simply 
„Brady.“ There was not a word of evi- 
dence to show Brady had ever cer- 
titied an order to the Sixth Auditor. Was a 
man to be guessed into prison or presumed into 
jail? Charges had been made inst Turner. 
How in the name of decency h Turner 
been dragged into this trial? What had he done? 
Even Ker had been bound to admit he could 

naught against hin. It was one 
of the outrages ever perpetrated on 
an innocent man.

A COURT-MARTIAL. 


Col. Taylor to Be Tried for Having 
Wished to Stay in Gncinnatl When 
He Was Ordered to Omaha. 

Spectas Duspatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 21.—The trial by court - 
martial of Col. Joseph Taylor was begun at the 
Newport Barracks this moraing. Col. Taylor is 
a son of Gen. Joseph Taylor, who served in the 
Mexican War, and a nephew of ex-President 
Zazbary Taylor. The Colonel was at one time 
Chief-vf-Staff of Gen. C. C. Augur, who is made 
to come, at a cost to the Government of $1,200, 
from Brownsville, Tex., to preside at the present 
trial. The charge against Col. Taylor is that of 
endeavoring, through political influence, to se- 
cure the revocation of an order directing him 
to reportat Omaha,in the Department of the 
Piatte, for wy He desired very much to re- 
main with bis family atthe Newport Barracks, 
where Col. H. C. Corbin has been ordered from 
Wasbington to relieve him. Col. Tayior isa 
graduate of West Point, and has seen twenty- 
seven years in the service of his country. He 
was a short time since assigned ito duty at New- 
port, and had made every arrangement for the 
education of bis children there when 
the erder above-mentioned came. Nat- 
uraliy Col. Taylor was very desirous that 
the order should not be carried into effect, 
and to that end he endeavored to bring influ- 
ences to bear with the authorities at Washington 
to b about a revocation of the order. He 

revailed upon Senators Heck and Wiltiams and 

epresentative Carlisle . intercede for Bim. 

But their efforts were unsuccessful, and be will 

have to go where ordered, but before going he 

must stand trial by a military court. 

Among those who have been summoned to ap- 
pear as witnesses are Gen. Drum, United States 
Senators Beck and Williams, and Congressman 
John G. Cariisie. The subpeena is imperative. 

The charge is brought under tne rule issued 
by Gen. Sherman two years ago, Which prohibit- 
ed political iatiuence to interfere with orders 
transferring officers from one post to another. 
Tue court-martial organized this morumg. and 
was in session a part of theday. The same rule, 
it is said, has been violated frequentiy by other 
officers, but it is the intention of the authorities 
to make, if possible. an example in this instance. 
The geverai opinion is that Col. Taylor will not 
be found guilty.

THE GALLOWS. 


Execution at San Antonio, Tex., of a 
One-Legged Negro for an Assault upon 
a White Girl. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Aug. 21.—Charles W. Ward, 
colored, was hanged in the jail in this city today 
for an outrage upon Dora Ellermann. A strong 
appeal for respit was made, but the Governor 
refused tointerfere. An old gallows was used 
on which several men were hung previously. 
The drop was over four feet. He met death 
without fear. On the List of August, 1881. a 
German girl by the name of Dora Ellermaun 
was walk near the railroad crossing of the 
San Pedro Creek, in the southwestern portion of 
the suburba of San Antonio, when she was at- 
tacked and dragged into the bushes by a negro 
whose name was found to de, in the 
after examination, Charles W. Ward, a 
discharged United States soldier, and who is 
drawing a pension from the United States Gov- 
ernment ou account of the loss of one leg vocca- 
sioned at the firing ofa Fourth of July salute, 
and who, up to the time of bis arrest, had been 
working in the United States Quartermaster’s 
Department as asaddier. Your correspondent 
learned from the attorneys for the defense, and 
then from the testimony of the girl herself. that 
it was not clearly proved that a rape was com- 
mitted. The girl testified she thought he had 
done so, since from the biow on the bead, which 
made the blood rua freely, the blood may bave 
saturated all her other garments. The blow 
laid her senseless. (She also had a suit pending 
during this time in the District Court against 
another man for seduction.) The jury in the 
case at the last June term of Bexur County Dis- 
trict Court brougbt in a verdict of guilty in the 
first degree, and Ward was sentenced to be hung 
on the 2ist day of August. The giri has since 
(some four months ago) rot married.

TRIPLE MURDER. 


Three Men Killed in Logan 
County, Illinois, by Un- 
known Parties, 


Their Bodies Discovered After Fes- 
tering in the Sun for Sev- 
eral Days. 


They Were Blindfolded, Gagged, and 
Their Hands and Feet Se- 
curely Tied. 


No Olew Has Been Obtained to the Per- 
petrators, Whose Object Was 
Robbery.

Mr. PuLasK!, III., Aug. 21.— This quiet little 
Village, one of the most peaceful and prosper- 
ous of all the broad County of Lokan, is norrified 
and appalled by the dreadful triple tragedy of 
which the outline was narrated by Tux TRIBUNE 
this morning. Never since the earliest days of 
the county bas such a bloody and awful affair 
taken place in Logan Couaty, and the aunais of 
crime in Illinois can scarve produce its equal. 
Charles McMabon, aged about 0. was kor 
twenty-five years a resident of this 
vicinity. He owned a splendid farm 
four or five miles east of Mt. Pulaski, 
and dwelt upon it in a retired and quiet way, 
carrying on farming operations, dealing in 
stock, and trading in various ways, accumt- 
lating a foe fortune. He was unmarried, and in 
a peaceful and contented way did bis own 
housekeeping, none being about bis comfortable 
home but bis farm-bands. This spring he em- 
ployed two hands, one named Jonn Carlock, aged 


about 18, from Fairfield, IL, or thereabouts, 


and the other Bob Matheny, aged about 2, 
from Hazel Dell, Crawford Couaty. Both these 
men lived with McMaboao, and were quiet and 
industrious men, whom every one in the neigh- 
borhood liked and respected. 

For some days past peopie noticed that 
McMabou and his two men were not seen about 
the place. The people began to wonder, and 
when they compared notes found that not since 
last Tbursday had McMabon been seen. At that 
time he and bis hired men were stacking wheat 
in a feild near his house. 

On Saturday evening and Sunday the neighbors 
began to search for the missing, aud, by a fear- 
fully offensive odor, were directed to a secluded 
spot in bigh and rank weeds, in which the body 
of McMahon was found covered with flies, 
noisome, and festering in putridity. The scene 
was dreadful, and the discoverer was shocked 
beyond description. The discovery was made 
about a quarter of a mile from the house. Me- 
Mahoa’s throat was cut from ear to ear, the gash 
seemiug to almost sever the bead from the body, 
and extending clear down to the spinal column. 
The bead was battered out of all shape and sem- 
blance to humanity. It was one mass of sicken- 
ing gore. Cloth was tied about it, and the cioth 
was saturated with blood and corruption. 

Coroner Wendell was summoned from Lincoln 
and an ioquest begun. It at once S&curred to 
those who knew the circumstances that the two 
farm-hands had committed the murder and 
robbed McMahon and his house and run away, 
and under this theory parties were being orgaa- 
ized to search for them. 

At this point another discovery was made, far 
surpassing the first in borror, and which fairiy 
struck terror to the hearts of every one. It was 
known McMahon bad taken in about $2,000 cash 
for bogs, and search was made for that. The 
house was visited and entered by a party of men. 
In a room in the back part of the house which 
bad been assigned to the hired men was an old 
tumbied bed, and on this lay the 
frightful corpses of Carlock and Matheny. Their 
throats were cut just as the throat of their mas- 
ter. The bodies and the bed were covered with 
clotted gore. It was a sight to baunt one fora 
lifetime. The household goods were scattered 
about the place and broken to pieces. It was 
evident that a general ransacking had been 
made to secure the coveted money. McMabon’'s 
valuabie gold watch, known to dave been in the 
house, was missing, and not even a nickel was 
found in the bouse or about the persons of the 
three victims. The bed was unmade, show 
the men bad deen surprised ia 
during the night. The bodies were securely 
tied with twine used in twine-binder machines 
and with musiin strips. In their mouths were 
stuffed pieces of muslin, evidently to prevent 
an outcry while the dreadful deed was 
dene, the bands beiug securely tied, the feet 
tied so as to admit of short steps of eight or ten 
inches. Cloths were securely fastened about 
their beads as it to blindfold them. Ia 8 
point there was evidence of the most flendis 
and devilish deliberation and determination to 
accomplish the dreadful crime in the most 
bloody manaer. The Coroner's jury bas had an 
examination, and decided that the meu were 
murdered by persons unknown. 

The whole country is abiaze with anger and 
borror, and mounted parties are scouring tne 
country in every direction. So far no clew bas 
been obtained t is thougbt to be reliable. 
Lyncb-law in its most summary and violent 
form will prevail should the villains wbo perpe- 
trated this triple atrocity be apprehended. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE GHASTLY CRIME,

LINCOLN, III., Aug. 21.—One of the most bor- 
ribie butcheries ever perpetruted bas come to 
light in the neighborhood about five miles east 
of Mt. Pulaski, this county. Charles Me- 
Mabon, a tarmer aged about 45, and his two 
hired hands— Bob Matheny, about 21, ang Joba 
Carlock, a youth of lj—were seen stacking grain 
Friday. No one was noticed about the premises, 
but suspicion was not aroused till Sunday fore- 
noon, when two neigbbors—David Long and Al- 
fred Ayers—called at McMabon’s to return a 
horse that had broken out of McMabon's tield 
into their premises, when they discovered the 
house deserted and the stuck of grain and 
wagons just as left by the men Friday night. 
They at once began searcbing the premises, and 
came upon the body of young Carlock about 300 
yards from the bouse in s.me tall slough grass, 
with bands and feet bound, gagged, blindfolded, 
and bis throat cut from eartoear. They at 
once gave the alarm, and, after searching for 
some hours, the bodies of McMahon and 
Matheny were also found, the former 
about 100 yards distant, and the latter witoin 
a rod or two of Carlock, both witn 
bands tied behind them, feet bound, blindfolded, 
and tbroats cut, the same as Carlock. be 
bodies had lain trom Friday night tbhrougb the 
burping sun of Saturday and till near noon Sun- 
day, and presented a most sickening sight, being 
greatiy swollen, with magkots working in the 
gaping wounds. A Corooer’s inquest will be

was a bacbelor, ana be and his men kept bouse 
for themselves in a smail building in the middle 
of a teld inan out-of-the-way place.

He aud the young men bad some money about 
the bouse, and the motive of the crime is thought 
to have been robbery, as all the money, as weil 
as a tine gold watch belonging to McMahon, are 
missing. The parties were tied by the legs 80 a8 
to allow them tostep some eight or ten inches, 
and were evidently marcbed from the house to 
where found before killed. Great excitement 
prevuils, and the determination to bring the per- 
petrators to justice is widespread. No ciew as 
to who they were or what direction they bave 
taken has yet been obtained. The tracks lead- 
ing from the house to the dead bodies indicate 
that two men committed the crime.

A brief search revealed the 
body ef John Cariock, aged 16, one of McMahon's 
two empiloyés. ng immediately spread the 
news among the neighbors, and it was not long 
before the crowd that quickly *5— discov- 
ered the bodies of Robert Matheay, aged 20, 
the other employé of McMahon. The bodies of 
the boys were found some distance from the 
bouse, and were bidden from view iv the tall 
grass and woods, while that of McMahon was 
further away and more carefully concealed in a 
siougb. These bodies presented a ghastly and 
most sickening appearance. The throat of each 
man bad been cut from ear to ear in a 
similar manner. In the mouth of each was 
co of rags rolled into à ball and se- 
sewed up in a cloth cover. These gags 
bad been for into their mouths and strips of 
clotb drawn tightly over them. The men bad 
also been blindfolded, their hands bad been tied, 
and their legs had been hobbied with stout ropes 
so that they could just manage to walk. There 
were no wounds apparent in addition to the 
— in their throats, exoept that Eye | Car- 
ock’s head had evidently receiy a heavy 
blow on the frontal bone. The bodies 
were considerably decomposed when dis-

A careful scrutiny of the eae failed to 
reveal any clew as to pow or by whom this cold- 
blooded murder had been committed.

by those who had so carefully executed this 
horrible crime. 

It is evident that the victims must bave been 
murdered during Friday nigit. This is shown 
by the decom posed condition of the bodies, The 
men were last seen by any of their neighbors 
about sundown Friday eventag, when they were 
stacking rye near the house. Every precaution 
bad deeu taken by the assasins to delay the dis- 
covery of their crime, and had they not neglect- 
ed to foed and water the horses the murder might 
not yet baye been suspected. But one of 
these happened to be a stallion, and after stand- 
ing in the stable all day Saturday without food 
orwater he broke loose. Perhaps no attention 
would dave been paid by the neighbors to an 
ordinary animal, but the stallion caused them 
some troubie in his wanderings, and thus led to 
the discovery of this crime. 

While absolutely nothing ig as yet known as to 
how this remarkable murder was committed. 
the commonly accepted theory is that the vic- 
tims were called from tbeir beds and over- 
come one by one, and that they were then 
gagged, blindfolded, and bobbied in the manner 
described, after which they were marched to the 
plaves where their remains were found and 
there wmerciiesly murdered. The gags and 
other materiais used, as well as all the circum- 
stances, show that the deed had been deliber- 
ately planued, and, witb the start they have se- 
cured, it is bardiy to be ex the crimi- 
pals will be brought to justice. Kobbery must 
have been the only motive for this diabolical 
murder, for none of the victims sre known to 
have an enemy in the world. 

McMabon was an industrious, peaceable, and 
well-to-do bachelor, worth about $10,000. He 
came here several years from Madison 
County, and bas relatives and friends bere who 
will leave noth undone to solve the mystery 
of his death. atheny was wford 
County, and bad worked in this neighbornood 
a year. Carlock came from Wayne County, and 
had beef ia this vicinity about the same length 
of time. Both were industrious, sober, and

Agreement to Maintain Established 
Passenger Fares from St. Louis East- 
ward and from Cincinnati to the 
West, Southwest, and Northwest, 
Commissioner Fink gives notice of an agree- 

ment to maintain established passenger fares 

from St. Louis eastward and from Cincinnati to 
the West, Southwest, and Northwest. as follows: 

The following agreement was entered into by 
the representatives of the St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati lines—Messre. Townsend, Stevenson, 
Smith, Bean, Ford, and Shattuc—at a meeting 
heid in Cincinnati, O., Aug. 4, 188: 

Tpat they will cause to be maintained the es- 
tablished passenger fares from St. Louis to all 
Eastern points and from Cinciunati to all West- 
ern, Southwestern, and Northwestern points, 
and they will not allow a | commissions to be 

aid to reduce the fare, r. or indirectly. 

bat they will withdraw the tickets of any of 
their connecting lines who may violate this 
agreement. For the first offense, keepi the 
tickets off ten days; for the second offense, 
twenty days; and fer every subsequent offense, 
ten days additional. Said ticket to be withdrawn 
as soon as satisfactory evidence is given toa 
majority of the lines in interest that the agree- 
ment is being violated. This agreement to take 
effect from the time the signatures of repre- 
sentatives of the several roeds are obtained and 
notice given by the Commissioner. 

The regulations of the Western Association as 
to sale of theatrical tickets to trunk-line points 
shall be in force. 

The followi notice was transmitted to the 
parties to the above agreement Aug. &. 1882, by 
Commissioner Fink: The agreement made 
and signed by you Aug. 4 has been signed by all 
parties, and this is the required notice to have it 
take effect at Cincinnati and St. Louis tomorrow, 
the 9th day of August, 1862.”

It was decided that on Monday, Sept. 14, the 
trunk lines will put into effect the following 
differentials from New York to Cincinnati, with 
corresponding dinerentials to Louisville and 
Nasu ville:

Reference is especially had to business destined 
to Council Blutts and Omaha and beyond, which 
originates ou or east of the Mississippi River, 
and at or east of Chicago. 

Weights shown on the way-bills of connecting 
roads must not be accepted, unless they are 
known to be correct. henever the actual 
weight of agricultural implements or wawons ia 
not ascertained from the track scales at the 
point of reception by the roads in this associa- 
tiop, such cars will billed out at 28,000 pounds 
percar. In the case of car-lots of other freight, 
when not weighed from auy cause, theestimated 
weignts given below will govern. The cars 
should then be weigned at Council Biuffs or 
Omaba and proper corrections made. 

Actual weights must be obtained whenever 
racticable at the point of recepdon of the 
reigut by the roads of this association; but, in 

case of failure, estimated weights will be used. 
Gross weights will be charged on canned goods, 
coffee, sugar, sirup, molasses, etc. The contents 
of cars containing beer, soap, and other package 
freight, should be ascertained by carefui exami- 
nation and count before the cars are delivered 
to counecting lines or are switehed to side tracks 
for consignees. 

Commissioner Daniels has also issued a new 
joint tariff on lumber and salt to points on the 
Union Pacific, Burimgton & Missouri River, and 
Sioux City & Pacific.

An Interview with the Founder of the 
Town on the M. her Affidavit,

George M. Pullman to endeavor to ascertain bis 
knowledge and opinion in respect to the report 
that a prominent eitzen had endeavored to 
bribe Hugh Maber, the Hyde Park Assessor, to 
the extent of $1,000 for the purpose of lowering 
the Pullman assessment. 

“Mr. Pullman, you have of course read the 
affidavit of Hund Maher, which appeared so sud- 
deuly last Friday, to the effect that a gentleman 
working in the interest of the Pullman Palace 
Car Company and the Puliman Land Associa- 
tion had endeavored to bribe the Hyde Park 


Assessor. If itis possible I should like to get 


your opinion on the subject.’ 

Jean only say that Iwas very much sur- 
prised, because | do vot knowof any person 
who would bave sufficentinterestin the matter 
to offer any one $1,000 on his own account, and 1 
certainly never autborized any offer to be made 
Mr. Maber of auy kind whatever.” 

Is it your intention to require the name of 
the person who made the bribe?” 

“lassume that such a demand is unneces- 
sary. Mr. Maber’s own sense of propriety both 
in justice to himself and to the Pullman compa- 
nies will no doubt prompt bim to make known 
the man.

Relyi 
upon thie, we have expended a large amount o 
money in permaneut improvements, such as 
drainage, water-works, paved streets, parks, 
and, in fact, provided every means to make the 
location attractive, and for these valuabie and 
expensive improvements we have not called 
upon the village to bear any portion of the ex- 
pense. 

ls it not true that you regard the assessment 
on your property as too great, and that you 
bave made efforts to bave ft reduced? 

“Yes, thie whole subject of taxation upon 
manufacturing enterprises is one of publie 
policy. In many towns manufactories are 
exempted from taxation for a term of 
years until they are so far established 
as to become seif-remune rative. With- 
out questioning the motives or purposes 
of the authorities, who have fixed the assess- 
ment, but in view of the fact that this enterprise 
was commenced only abouttwo years ago, and 
could not in so short a time become seif-sup- 
porting, the assessment seems to me to be ex- 
cessive. In an interview several weeks ago 
with the Assessor and Board of Trustees of Hyde 
Park, I endeavored to impress my ideas in re- 

ard to the true policy to be pursued, and 

understood them to in = full 
accord with my i views. Subsequently 
I tearned that the assessment was much greater 
than I bad previously supposed was contem- 
plated, and as I was to be absent from the city 1 
requested Messrs. Lyman & Jackson, the Trust- 
ees of the Pullman Land Association, to give 
the matter their careful attention, and to em- 
ploy such assistance as might be necessary to 
uscertain the relative assessment upon all other 
property in the viliage, and present the case to 
the ard of Equalization. The companies, 
which l represent have no desire to avoid any 
just taxation, but it is my honest conviction 
that itis a matter well worth the attention of 
the authorities to consider what we bave done 
and are now doing in the way of expenditures 
which are usually made by the village itself.“ 

Further than this Mr. Pullman did not care to 
divulge, and the reporter accordingly withdrew.

Brewers’ and Liquor-Dealers’ Protective As- 
sociation met yesterday for the express pur- 
pose, it would seem, of “getting back 
at” the distillers. Their Malice was 
especially directed against Mr. H. B. 
Miller, President of the Distillers“ 
Association, who some years ago had 
the misfortune to be identified with the 
saloonkeepers in a political movement which 
gave Chicago the worst city government 
it ever had, but who subsequentiy repented 
of his error and went out of politics perma- 
nently. Thesaloonkeepers and their friends 
the brewers have nearly exhausted their 
limited vocabulary in the search for hard 
names and abusive epithets to apply to a 
gentleman whose sole offense in this con- 
nection has been the expression of the belief 
that the Sabbath should be decently re- 
spected and the number of crime-breeding 
institutions reduced by the exaction of a 
high license fee. People who lose their tem- 
per invariably get the worst of a contro- 
versy, and by flying into a rage the saloon- 
keepers have only succeeded in rendering 
their cause more odious and disreputable 
and in increasing the general approval of 
the sensible resolutions for the authorship of 
which Mr. Miller is so savagely abused, 
— 

Few crimes have ever been perpetrated in 
Illinois which have been attended with as 
many mysterious and revolting circumstances 
as the one committed last Friday near the 
little town of Mount Pulaski. Following as 
it does on the heels of the daring bank rob- 
bery at Kewanee, it makes one doubt whether 
this State is not going backward rather than 
forward in civilization. The victims of this 
crime were a peaceable and inoffensive 
farmer by the name of McMahon and two 
hired men, who were helping him during the 
harvest season. They were last seen Friday 
afternoon loading some grain into a wagon. 
Sunday some neighbors picked up a stray 
horse of McMahon’s and started to take 
it back to him. As they passed through the 
field they saw the half-loaded wagon stand- 
ing near the grain-stack. At the house they 
found no one. Alarmed by this they searched 
the premises and found in one place on the 
farm the bodies of the two helpers, and in 
another that of the employer. ‘Their eyes 
were bandaged, their hands tied behind them, 
their ankles shackled, and their throats cut. 
It appeared upon examination that they must 
have been marched from the farm-house 
blindfolded and fettered to the place of exe- 
cution, for their ankles were loosely 
tied so that they could take a step 
of about eight inches. How they 
were decoyed from the grain-stack to 
the house, in what mysierious way they 
were overpowered, blindfolded, and bound, 
and why they should have been murdered 
after they were thus at the mercy of the per- 
sons who had possession of them, is un- 
known. The motive of this act was prob- 
ably robbery or revenge. McMahon, who 
was a man of means, had some money and a 
watch at his house, it is believed, and the 
hired men probably had a little money. It 
is also suspected thata man with whom Mc- 
Mahon had had a disagreement was concerned 
iu the affair, in which two men are believed 
to have taken part. The fact of the murder 
following the robbery points to the painful 
possibility that the crime was committed by 
persons living in the neighborhood who 
feared detection in case the farmer who 
had been plundered or the men who worked 
for the farmer on whom they were taking 
revenge remained alive, 

This horrible crime is one which should 
not pass unnoticed by the Executive of the 
State. That the local authorities will do all 
in their power to ferret out the men who 
perpetrated these atrocities is a matter of 
course. The criminals, however, have had 
days the start of the law, and so it is only 
proper that Gov. Cullom should do what he 
can to aid the cause of public justice by of- 
fering a reward or doing whatever else is in 
bis power to bring to punishment the authors 
of this last foul crime, 


MR. CONKLING’S LATEST TROUBLE. 

Mr. Conkling has not yet seen fit to deny 
the charge that he approached Gov. Cornell 
and intimated to the latter that it would be 
to his political advantage to approve the bills 
passed by the New York Legislature to re- 
lieve the New York elevated railroads and 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company trom an 
accumulation of back taxes. But Mr. Conk- 
ling’s friends are outraged by such an asser- 
tion, and hasten not merely to pronounce 
the occurrence impossible, but also to hold 
Gov. Cornell chiefly guilty if he was thus ap- 
proached, notwithstanding the Governor ve- 
toed the objectionable bills. 

This outcry of virtuous indignation on the 
part of Mr. Conkling’s friends is not exactly 
to the point. In the first place, any denial 
that is expected to be convincing must come 
from Mr. ‘Conkling himself. In the next 
place, the charge which is now raising such 
a hue and cry among Mr. Conkling’s friends 
is no more serious an aspersion upon that 
gentleman's character than the statement 
that he visited President Arthur with the 
purpose of using his personal influence to 
secure a veto of the bill regulating the At- 
lantic steamships as to their immigrant traf- 
fic. ButConkling’s appearance in this case 
and the veto that followed are matters of 
common notoriety. What he did in this case 
and what he is said to have done in the Cor- 
nell case are actions that seem to stand upon 
precisely the same plane, If the friends and 
admirers of Mr. Conkling think he was all 
right in using his influence over President 
Arthur in the interests and perhaps in the 
pay of the steamship companies, it is not 
easy to understand why they should be in- 
dignant at the charge that he tried to do the 
same sort of thing with Gov. Cornell in the 
interest and perhaps in the pay of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company and the New York 
elevated railroads. 

Mr. Jay Gould’s testimony in this affair is 
not calculated to be of any advantage to Mr. 
Conkling. He says Conkling was never his 
individual counsel or attorney. The dualifi- 
cation seems to be an admission that Conk- 
ling was the attorney or counsel for some of 
the corporations in which Gould is inter- 
ested, and Pacific Mail and the elevated rail- 
roads are among these. It may be admitted 
that Mr. Conkling as a lawyer bas a perfect 
right to act as attorney for these or any other 
corporations; the question is whether or not 
he attempted to use improper influence 
over Gov. Cornell to secure his sig- 
nature to bills which proposed to rob 
the taxpayers of New York for the 
benefit of the corporations named. Con- 
cerning this phase of the case Mr. 
Jay Gould does not seem to be compe- 
tent to testify. Moreover, Gould’s counter- 
charge upon Cornell, implicating the latter 
ina “blind pool” in Wall street which re- 
mains unsettled, would seem to indicate that 

Gould has not forgiven the Governor for ve- 
tom his pet measures, and is not disposed 
to say anything against Conkling or anybody 
else which may help Cornell. In addition to 
ail this, however, it may be said in a general 
Way that Jay Gould's statements as to polit- 
ical controversies are of no value. He has 
given his testimony in court that he is in the 
habit of changing his politics to suit his own 
juterest, that he contributes to both Repub- 
lican and Democratic campaigns, and, in a 
word, that he is for Jay Gould first, last, and 
all the time. Any man who is so completely 
devoid of political principle, and so utterly 
absorbed in his own selfish schemes, is not a 


good witness on any side of any case, and

Gould for appearing in his behalf. 
The scandalous accusation made by Gould 


is as follows:

The substance of this statement is that 
Gould visited Cornell, formed a “blind 
pool” with him in certain stocks, and that 
the Governor said he thought the Tax bill a 
good one, which, if passed, he certainly 
would approve; that in this partnership Cor- 
nell bought largely, and reported that Gould 
was in it, which sent the stocks up; the Gov- 
ernor then quietly sold out, making a large 
profit. Having done this he vetoed the Tax 
bill. At most, this, if true, simply shows that 
Corneil, instead of being entrapped into a 
corrupt trade, beat Gould in the transaction 
and did his duty to the State. To this state- 


ment of Gould the Governor gives an em- 


phatic denial. 


AN UNHAPPY ISLAND. 

Poor, little, far-away Iceland, one of the 
most interesting countries in the world, and 
a great favorit, it will be remembered, with 
Bayard Taylor, is now in a double affliction, 
being threatened not only with famine but 
with an epidemic. A letter to the London 
Standard gives some interesting details of 
the troubles which are crowding upon these 
simple, happy, and sturdy people. It ap- 
pears that the winter of 1880-’51 was ex- 
tremely severe even for that region, and the 
following summer was so cold that the hay 
crop, upon which much dependence is 
placed, was almosta failure. As the result 
of this a much larger portion than usual of 
the sheep and cattle had to be killed because 
they could not be supported. Oats and 
maize were imported for fodder, but most of 
the people were too poor to buy them, and at 
last rough weather made communication 
with trading ports impossible. The live 
stock died in large numbers. Owing to 
the cold weather this spring the lamb- 
ing failed. As no grain and but 
very few vegetables can be _ raised 
there, the islanders have to depend on their 
flocks and herds for subsistence and for 
money with which to buy clothing, groceries, 
breadstuffs, and other necessities of life, all 
of which have to be imported. This fall 
they will have no trade in mutton, tallow, 
and wool, aud, as milk from their flocks is 
entirely wanting, they are now threatened 
with famine. In addition to these troubles, 
measies, which has not been known as an 
epidemic for more than thirty years, has 
broken out and is spreading over the island 
like a plague. The hardy people of Iceland 
seem to be periodically afflicted, In 1707 
Small-pox swept off one-third of the popula- 
tion. In 1759 the great famine” carried off 
10,000. Then followed sheep plagues and 
dire voleanic eruptions. The sympathy of 
the world will go out towards this people, of 
whom the Standard says: 


The Icelander is invariably educated, often 
learned, and a law-abider. A child of 10 unable 
to read is not to be found from one end of the 
island to the other. A peasant bardly above the 
condition of an Arran carberry capable of 
speaking two languages is no rarity. All of 
them possess an amount of general information 
which “men of educauon in more southern 
latitudes might envy, and the Copenhagen 
publishers can calculate with safety on selling 
an edition of any good popular acientilic work 
among the humbie graziers and fishers of 
Island. Three-fourtbs of its lava-covered, gia- 
cler- worn surtace is incapable of supporting any 
human being. Yet on the scantily-herbaged 
portion 74.000 well-educated, orderly people sub- 
sist, though the island is overpopuiated. Of 
late there has been some emigration to Ameri- 
ca. The Icelanoer, however. clings to his 
Northern waste, and feels a natural dread of 
leu vm for a far--~way land, whose tongue is 
Strange, and where trees, roads, piows, vice, 
and abject poverty must be among the least 
familiar sights which meet his wondering eyes. 


THE DORSEY LETTERS. 

A number of letters have been published, 
and still others are promised, which purport 
to have been written by ex-Senator Dorsey, 
now on trial for conspiracy to defraud the 
Government in star-route mail contracts, to 
Gen. Gartield at a time when the latter was 
candidate for President and shortly after be 
was elected. All these letters bear the same 
tone. They were designed to prejudice Gen. 
Garfield against Blaine and his following, 
and to exaggerate the claims of the New 
York clique of politicians with Mr. Conkling 
at their head, Dorsey’s pertinacity in urging 
the exclusion of James from the Cabinet and 
the appointment of Folger as Secretary of 
the Treasury was so clearly in the line of 
Conkling’s desires that it may be safely as- 
sumed that the letters were written at Conk- 
ling’s dictation. 

While there is no evidence that the letters 
now published were sent to Garfield, their 
authenticity as to text and date may be ac- 
cepted. There is only one surprising feature 
about them, and that is the confidence and 
boldness with which Dorsey addressed Gar- 
field when he was a candidate and also when 
he was President-elect. This feature can be 
easily explained, Dorsey took to himself 
the credit of managing the campaign. He is 
not a modest man. He talked and wrote to 
Garfield so much about his own (Dorsey’s) 
influence and importance that Garfield prob- 
ably was convinced of the efficiency of his 
management and grateful for the assistance 
he had rendered. Dorsey presumed upon 
this, and Garfield submitted till he really be- 
came President and discovered the hollow- 
ness of Dorsey’s pretensions and the defects 
in his character. The situation excused Gar- 
field’s mistake, which did not go far enough 
to betray him into the hands of the Conkling 
crowd, for whom Dorsey was spokesman, 
but it did not justify Dorsey’s impertinence, 
nor does it now extenuate the bad taste of 
reproducing the letters he wrote at that 
time. 


There is one point in this matter, however, 


which will require substantiation outside 
Dorsey’s word. Dorsey says that Garfield 
tendered him the position of Secretary of the 
Interior, and that he (Dorsey) can produce a 
letter declining the appointment. It is possi- 
ble that such a letter may be produced, but 
Dorsey will need to produce aiso a letter tend- 
ering the Cabinet place to Dorsey before 
the story will be credited. It is not unlikely 
that Dorsey was urged for a Cabinet appoint- 
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ment by the Conkling erowd, and it may be 
that Garfield talked with his about the mat- 
ter without committing himself to the propo- 
sition. This would be sufficient to warrant a 
man of Dorsey’s assuranc® to write a letter 
of declination: but the practice of making 
the tender of a Cabinet appointment in writ- 
ing is so common that if Garfield had any 
serious intention of appointing Dorsey the 
latter will be able to show a letter to that 
effect, and any letter ot declination which 
Dorsey may have written will not be satis- 
factory evidence of Dorsey’s version of the 
affair. | 

The purpose of reproducing these Dorsey 
letters at this time is perfectly obvious. 
They are intended to commit President 
Arthur and the New York Conkling faction 
to his support in this time of trial. The 
same course was taken by Mr. Carpenter, one 
of the counsel for the defense in the star- 
route trials, who, in his address to the jury, 
spoke of President Arthur as Dorsey’s 
„friend, his familiar, his acquaintance, one 
with whom he was on termsof kindness and 
hospitality, one with whom he Ired associated 
for years, and one for whom, about a month 
before his abcesslon to the Vice-Presidency, 
he had borne testimony as a capable and 
honest man.” The letters to Garfield are in- 
tended to supplement this peculiar defense, 
and to impress upon the public that it will be 
a dastardly thing for President Arthurto “go 
back on” Dorsey at this time. However 
President Arthur may de inclined to view 
the matter, the public is already impressed 
that nothing could be more dastardly than 
the publication of these letters now with the 


object so transparently in view.

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THE FRAUDS IN BRANDY. 

Mr. Gifford, the American Consul at La 
Rochelle, France, writés to the State Depart- 
ment, and through it advises the American 
people against a dangerous poison now man- 
ufactured and exported to the United States 
under the name of French brandy, which he 
thinks is so gross a fraud that its total ex- 
clusion by the United States Governinent 
would be justified. The Consul states that 
the production of genuine brandy in the 
Cognac region ceased three years ago, and 


that the brandy exported now as cognac is 


grossly fraudulent. The shipment to New 
York and Boston of so-called brandy is kept 
up, and this brandy, the Consul states, is 
delivered in casks, all expenses paid, on 
board the steamer at Havre or Bordeaux 


for less than the genuine article costs at 


La Rochelle. He represents that during the 
last three months many shipments of brandy 
have been made at 175 to 180 francs per hec- 
tolitre of twenty-two gallons, while no 
brandy is sold at less than 205 frances by the 
rural proprietors. It is claimed that an arti- 
cle furnished on such terms cannot contain 
a drop of genuine brandy. Even the mer- 
chants admit this fact, and their défense is 
that their American customers demand an 
article at a given price, and that the obliging 
Frenchmen simply supply what is ordered. 
At Cognac the shipments are at prices calcu- 
lated to inspire confidence, but that is not 
sufficient, because during the last three years 
the trade has so changed that experienced 
dealers are also deceived. The American 
representative states for the information of 
American consumers of French brandy that 
the brandy of today is prepared trom aleo- 
hol obtained from grain, potatoes, or beets, 
and that coincideat with the failure of white 
wine large quantities of alcohol made their 
appearance, mostly from Germany. Mr. Gif- 
ford continues: 

A simple process of reduction and admixture 
of drugs, alittle pure brandy or dregs of wine 
to give the brandy taste, are ordinarily sufficent, 
with the brand of Cognac,“ to creat a bever- 
age which nuds a ready sale in foreign countries. 
It is becoming a custom to sell this brandy in 
tweilve-bottie cases marked with one, two, or 
three stars, according to the presumed quulity 
of the article, thus avoidi any compromising 
meution of the year of p uction or the region 
of origin. Some merchants import mall raisins 
from the East and ‘obtain a beverage called 
brandy from their juice—at least one such 
establishment being in operation at Cognac. 
All French brandy might properly and per- 
baps ought to be excluded from the United 
States on @anitary grounds, There is a strong 
presumption agaiust the purity ofa very large 
part ot it, and it is unfortunately almost im- 
possible to detect the fraud by chemical analy- 
sis, and especially where the various mixtures 
now employed are passed through the still. The 
reputation of a few great bouses that now place 
on the market only what they draw from their 
own stocks accumulated before 1879 might be a 
sufficient guaranty of the purity of their mer- 
chandise, but even with respect to them it may 
be said that they dose their brandy with Cara- 
mels and other substances in order to adapt 
them to the taste of their English and Amer- 
ican customers. They would never venture to 
send strictly pure brandy to the United States, 
as it comes from the still, for our amateurs 
would regard it as a harsh and inferior, and 
perhaps faisified, article. 

This is not pleasant or comforting infor- 
mation to American consumers who pay 
heavily for French brandy which does not 
contain a drop of real brandy, 

Time was, and is now to a great extent, 
when brandy was esteemed asthe “ American 
gentleman's“ drink. There was a sentiment 
among certain classes that whisky and rum 
and other spirits of various designations 
were vulgar, and that the only thing suited to 
the taste of a “gentleman” was brandy, and 
consequently for many years persons of this 
class have been paying enormous prices fora 
decoction called brandy, but largely distilled 
from potato-made alcohol, importea as 
French brandy, and inferior possibly to the 
yile decoctions made in this country and 
known as American brandy, utterly inno- 
cent of any semblance of cognac. There has 
been an impression in this country that 
the hard drinkers in France ana in England, 
and in foreign countries generally, were 
invariably drinkers of brandy; so the 
upper classes” of Americans, imitating at 
a distance those understood to give tone to 
European society and experienced in what 
was best calculated for the stomachs of 
drinking “* gentlemen,” have vigorousky per- 
sisted in using brandy. By this they have de- 
stroyed prematurely the health and lives of 
many of their number. not only by the ex- 
cessive use of real brandy, but by the far 
more general use of so-called brandy. The 
French dealers say that they could not sell 
real brandy in the United States because it 
would be distasteful to American brandy- 
consumers, who, accustomed to the doctored 
and adulterated preparations, would refuse 
the genuine article, assuming it to be fraudu- 
lent. 

But now even the adulterated brandy has 
ceased to be produced or shipped to this 
country, and in its place a preparation has 
been made which, though named brandy, 
does not contain a drop of the real article, 
but is a rank poison, unfit for human con- 
sumption, and which cannot be other than 
injurious to human health, The gentlemen 
who so earnestly bewail the hard lot of those 
uncultivated persons who consume the fusil 
oil which is the active agent in other impure 
alcoholic liquors can read in Consul Gifford’s 
exposure the details of the composition which 
the wily Frenchmen, despite the fact that 
brandy-production has entirely ceased, con- 
tinue to send over for the use of those Amer- 
icans who think there is nothing fit fora 
gentleman to drink other than the branay 
obtained from France. 

As long as two years ago our Consuls fur- 
nished exposures of the fact that the vines of 
France had so nearly perished that no French 
wines were produced for export, and that 
since the grapes had failed in France the 
production of French wines and their export 
to America had largely increased. This 
singular inconsistency is readily explained. 
France has become an immense importer of 
wine as well as an exporter. The manufact- 
ure of wine from grapes in France has prac- 
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tically ceased; but wine-manufacture from 
the cheap and inferior wines of Italy and Spain 
has become an immense trade. France now 
imports more wine than she ever produced. 
These Spanish and other wines, with the 
mixture of alcohol, and the distillations from 
potatoes, peas, and beets, and the application 
of various chemical processes, are converted 
into “French wines” so prepared as to meet 
any order for the old-time celebrated French 
brands. The manufacture of wine is now a 
far greater business in France than ever was 
the — — of wine from the grapes, and 
the greatest customers for these inferior, 
adulterated, and manufactured stuffs called 
French wines are of course the Americans, 
who are regarded by the manufacturers as 
willing and liberal victims to: ignorance of 
what they consume, but zealous claimants 
for anything in the way of wine branded 
with a French name. | 

Just at this time, therefore, this country is 
made the market, and a profitable one, for 
the poisonous abominations sold under the 
name of French brandy and French wines, 
two commodities produced in great quanti- 
ties and sold at enormous prices, when con- 
fessedly neither real brandy nor real wine is 
produced in France for export. The fraud 
is so flagrant, is so notorious, and so confessed, 
and the results so injurious to health and 
possibly so fatal to life, that perhaps it would 
be well for the Government to interpose, and, 
as the Consul suggests, prohibit the further 
admission of any poisonous liquid disguised 
under the name of French brandy.

THE ENGLISH MOVEMENTS. 

After their long season of inactivity the En- 
glish forces in Egypt have at last commenced 
to move, and the movements indicate that they 
are in no haste to attack Arabi Bey, but pre- 
fer to keep him where he is until his retreat 
south can be cut off. The sudden movement 
ot Saturday has already drawn the toils 
about him to the east and southeast. While 
he is kept busy meeting skirmishes and recon- 
naissances along his front at Kafr-el-Dwar 
and towards Aboukir, the English fleet sud- 
denly appeared off the latter piace asif to 
commence the bombardment which had been 
previously announced, but instead of so do- 
ing left two or three vessels there commanding 
the railroad from Alexandria to Rosetta, and 
when next heard from had taken possession 
of the Suez Canal. Port Said was occupied 
without much opposition, likewise Kantara, 
Ismailia, and Chalout, which, as a glance at 
the map will show, includes the entire 
length of the canal, Chalouf being only 
about fifteen miles distant from Suez, occu- 
pied some time ago by the English, which is 
only seventy miles due east of Cairo, and 
connected with the metropolis of Egypt by 
the Cairo & Suez Railroad. 

Another glance at the map will show the 
importance of the English position.. Prac- 
tically the delta of the Nile—though the 
line running from Port Said, ‘by way of 
Ismailia, to Suez, and marking the course of 
the canal occupied by the English lies out- 
side the delta—is the theatre of the war. The 
sudden movement of the English has now 
secured the great canal, and also the fresh- 
water canal, which is drawn off from the 
Nile near Cairo and, running thence to 
Ismailia, follows about the same line as the 
great canal to Suez, upon which the entire 
population of that section depend for drink- 
ing water. More than this, the English are 
now in position to control the railroad from 
Suez to Cairo, which is the objective point of 
the whole situation. Arabi Bey’s retreat to 
the eastward is now cut off; to the west of 
him lies the desert, in which he cannot sub- 
sist an army. Cairo is his natural line 
of retreat, and from there into Up- 
per Egypt, where he might form a 
junction with the False Prophet and 
his victorious Soudan army. If the English 
troops around Alexandria, however, hold him 
where he is a short time longer, Cairo will 
be in possession of Sir Garnet Wolseley, and 
he will then menace the enemy in front, on 
one flank, and in the rear. The inhospitable 
desert is on the other flank, with no option 
to Arabi except to disperse his forces in its 
pitiless sand, unless, as is intimated in the 
dispatches, he proposes to remain where he 
is and make Kafr-el-Dwar another Plevna. 
Unless aid comes to him or Europe inter- 
feres his doom is sealed. Meantime it will 
cause a feeling of universal regret that the 
gallant De Lesseps and hisson Victor have 
been completely routed by this sudden 
movement of Admiral Seymour and Sir 
Garnet Wolseley. The canal which he has 
held so long and so gallantly is at last in 
complete British possession, and the hated 
British men-of-war are plowing through its 
sacred waters sublimely unconscious of De 
Lesseps’ protests, and British marines and 
troops have landed at half a dozen places 
along its banks. No vessel can enter at 
either mouth without British consent, and 
De Lesseps himself cannot even cross its 
calm surface in a skiff without the danger of 
being blown into kingdom-come. Worse 
than this, his own Government has warned 
him not to provoke the English by too fre- 
quent use of emphatic language. 
man, however, has made a splendid detense 
of his canal, and now that its neutrality has 
been disturbed let us hope that he will get 
swingeing damages when this éruel war is 
over and he brings England sharply up before 
the tribunal of the nations to account for her 
actions. 


THE QUESTION OF INSANITY. 

THE TRIBUNE recently gave the facts of 
the triai for insanity of a young New-York- 
er named Obrieght, who was found to be of 
sound mind, even though, being a Jew, he 
married a Gentile; though he gave a quart 
of beer and only charged for a pint; and 
though he got too hilarious on the day of his 
marriage. The closing part of the examina- 
tion was reported by a stenographer who had 
just been discharged from an insane asylum 
after a stay of nine months, during which 
time, according to his story, he was never 
looked at by any of the physicians 
of the place. These cases and others of re- 
cent happening have created a strong feeling 
in reference to the New York law governing 
the commitment of the insane. There a per- 
son can be shut up upon the certificate of 
two medical men without any trial whatever. 
The dangers of such a system are obvious, 
and it is probable that an effort will be made 
to change the law. 

In Illinois, however, where a very different 
system prevails, a different inconvenience is 
manifesting itself. By the law of this State, 
adopted at a time when there was much ex- 
citement over the alleged confinement of a 
woman in an insane asylum simply because 
her religious views did not suit her husband, 
a public trial before a jury of six, one of 
whom shall be a physician, is required. It 
is more than doubtful whether, under the 
workings of this law, a sane person has ever 
been committed to an Illinois asylum. On 
the other hand, it is very certain that many 
who should have been committed. have not 
been, and that our law has worked inju- 
riously in one way, as that of New York 
has in another. There are numerous in- 
stances where an individual is attacked 
with insanity which, if promptly treated, 
would be cured. The desire of friends is to 
have the sufferer removed where he can be 
properly and safely treated. But the moment 
they find that it is necessary for them to 
go into a court and parade the inflrmity of a 
relative or a friend, they refuse to take the 
necessary measures, and seek to care for the 
patient in the privacy of the home. This 
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re of a mental disease is 
those who might have been cured had the 
allment been attended to lu season have at 
last become hopeless maniacs. 

There isan unspoken but very prevalent 
feeling that one who has been discharged 
cured from an insane asylum is always un- 
safe—is a person to be shunned. A doctor 
ot lawyer who is known to have been in an 
insane asylum cannot, even if promptly re- 
stored, regain his practice, He is regarded 
by all with a curious distrust and fear. His 
life prospects have been ruined. A peniten- 
tiary convict might as well try to get work 
on the strength of a certificate that he had 
behaved well at Joliet and learned his trade 
thoroughly there. The evils of publicity 
are so great that there has long been an 
impression among medical men_ that 
some system ought to be devised which 
should do away with them, while keep- 
ing intact all the rights of the patient, 
and at the last meeting of the State Medical 
Society a committee was appointed to draft 
a law on the subject. It is certainly repug- 
nant to the finer feelings of all that the in- 
firmities of men and women—often of high 
standing—should be exposed to the idle eu- 
rlosity of loungers who crowd into court on 
those mornings when insane cases are tried. 

Time has also shown that jury trials are 


> subject to certain defects which are perhaps 


inevitable. It is a wise thought to have a 
physician upon a jury, but in cities, at least, 
that provision amounts to very littl. <A 
few young doctors make a business of hang- 
ing around a court-room and earning a living 
by doing duty in these cases. They are not 
alienists. Their judgment is about as value- 
less as that of their associates on the panel. 
They are little better than professional 
jurors. In cases of raving madness there is 
no difficulty about a verdict. But there are 
those where it is almost impossible to secure 
one. Where a patient asserts that he is a 
teapot or a prophet with a divine mission, 
there is generally a conviction, but where the 
delusion is of what is called a secondary nat- 
ure, as, for instance, where a woman be- 
lieves that her relatives have designs upon 
her property or her person, the jurors al- 
most invariably put faith in the baseness of 
human nature and conclude that there is a 
plot, and allow the insane person to go at 
large, In other words, where there is any 
room for the workings of misjudged sympa- 
thy it is always exercised against the best 
interests of the patient. These are some of 


the defects of the present system.which it is | 


probable an effort will be made to remedy at 
the next session of the Legislature.

The day may come when 
the bosom, the chin, the neck, and the wrists 
will be released from their linen clasps, but the 
chances are that the present generation will live 
and die stiff-aecked. 
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Ar Bellegarde on the Valserine, near 
Nantua, France, the Rhone disappears under 
the culcareous rocks in a manner highly inter- 
esting to geologists. The Perte du Rhone has 
been not less interesting to artists by reason of 
the wild and picturesque beauty of the sur- 
rounding scenery. Now we learu that an A i- 
can has been buying up all the land in the 8

“ Yesterday Capt. Hastings, in command of the 
seamen and marines of the gunboats Sea Gull 
and Mosquito, assisted by 200 Highixugers under 
Maj. Kelsey, proceeded to Shaluf by way of the 
Maritime Canal and found 600 of the enemy 
strongly intrenched bebind the stauop. The 
English force landed and defeated them, taking 
forty-five prisouers. a small cannon, and a quan- 
tity of ammunition and stores. Our loss was 
two Highlanders drowned and two seamen 
wounded. The enemy's loss was about 100 killed 
and wounded. The bank of the fresh-water 
canal at Shaluf was cut by the enemy, but it 
bas been repaired now. A brigade reconnoi- 
tered imforce at the same time, and in the same 
directivn.”’ 

Admiral Seymour telegraphs from Ismailia to- 
day that Netich was occupied without opposi- 
tion, the enemy having led. * 

The Daily News bas the following from a cor- 
respondent at Suez: I have just returned from 
Shaluf, where | witnessed the conclusion of the 
fight in which 2580 of our men, including the 
Highlanders, Hlue-Jackets. and marines, brill- 
jantly defeated twice their number. The fight 
lasted from II o'clock in the morning until near 
5 o'clock in the afterno.n. Tho firing of the 
Highianders was remarkable for coolness and 
Steadiness. The gatiings in the tops of the nun- 
boats worked with admirable precision, and did 
much execution among the enemy, wo ad- 
vanced to within 100 yards of the bank of the 
canal. The success was all the more brilliant, 
Owing to the extremely difficult nature of the 
country, which abounded with low ridges and 


(watercourses. Lieut. Lang. of the Highlanders, 
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gallantiy crossed the fresh water canal in the 
face of ahot fire, and brought back a boat, thus

AT ALEXANDRIA. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 21.—Arabi Pasha is con- 
structing extensive earthworks in the direction 
of Aboukir.

Everything is quiet at the front. 

The Khedive, in a decree charging Cherif 
Pasha with the formation of a new Ministry, 
says: “In troubled times like the present the 
direct action of sovereign authority should be- 
come more sensible and manifest. I shail, 
therefore, use the right to assemble a Council 
of Ministers under my own presidency as Su- 
preme Chief of Egyptian forces. I also intend 
to render my command effective without, how-

Gen. Wolseley telegraphs that there has been a 
slight skirmish at Ismalia. 

It is announced from Ramlehb that the enemy 
are moving up trains to Kafr-el-Dwar, probably 
with the intention of withdrawing troops from 
there. 

The person arrested for communicating witb 
Arabi Pasha is Hanifi Effendi, Arabi's Director- 
Generai of Railways. Other arrests on the same 
charge are impending. , 

A battalion of the Shropshire Regiment landed 
today and marched to Ramleh. 

It is reported that Arabi Pasha will concen- 
trate his forces at Damanhour, and that he has 
intrenched the camp at Tantab, to which place 
he will remove bis headquarters. This informa- 
tion comes from Arab sources. 

The hospital ship Carthage and the transports 
Duke of Argyil, Ludgate Hill, Greece, and Lu- 
sitania have arrived. 

Cherif Pasha has sent to the Khedive, in reply 
to the latter's decree, a letter in which he states 
he will adhere to the piedges be took whén he 
assumed office in December last.

BRITISH AND IRISH, 
LEIGH S8MITH’S RESCUE. 

Lonpon, Aug. 21.—The Times in a leading ar- 
ticle says: “The voyage of Leigh Smith sbows 
that at a certain time of year, under certain 
conditions of the wind, Franz Josef Land is 
pretty easily accessible. The rescued party re- 
port that durm the winter at Cape Flora the 
snow drifted to such a hight that it compietely 
buried their hut. Notwithstanding this, the 
thermometer inside the hut was for a consid- 
erabie time at zero, while outside spirits of wine 
were frozen in a buib at 45 deg. below zero. 
The Hope would bave effected the rescue of the 
Eira’s crew sooner bad she not, during July, 
struck on a sunken reef while sailing along the 
coast of Nova Zembla, where she remained for 
twenty-four hours, beating heavily. Her keel 
and rudder-post were damaged, and repuirs had 
to be made before she proceeded.” 

Leigh Smith states that the scientific results of 
the voyage of the Eira are almost nothing, owing 
to the loss of the vessel. He desires to express 
the gratitude of himself and party for the public 
sympathy of this and other countries. The med- 
ical otficer of the Eira reports that there were no 
severe frostbites among the crew, and sickness 
was rare. In the spring nearly all hands were 
afflicted with a mild form of snow-blindness.

The foreign wheat has been dull and lifeless, 
and a deduction of 1@2s was necessary to effect 
sales, Off-coast business was almost nil. Twen- 
ty-nine cargoes of wheat arrived; two sold and 
eighteen were withdrawn. The floating stock 
shows an increase of 67,500 quarters. Maize was 
eneaper. The sales of English wheat during the

CROOKED TELEGRAPHERS., 


MORE OF THE ATTEMPTED FRAUD ON POOL- 
SELLERS BROUGHT TO LIGHT.

New YorK, Aug. 21.—There were many facts 
connected with the attempted swindle of the 
pool-seliers at Hunter’s Point that were not 
brought out until today. R. S. Keith, the As- 
gistant Chief Operator, the man upon whom 
the conspirators relied to do the work, 
has been discharged from the employ 
ot the Mutual Union Company. It 
was so arranged that Mr. Keith would be on 
duty at the switch in the Mutual Union Com- 
papy’s operating room during the bours when 
the telegrams about the races would come from 
Saratoga. A wire had been ‘run from 
the operating room to Longst reet's 
No. 9 Barclay street, where the 
company purchased their instruments. The 
wire to Hunter’s Point ied out from Longstreet’s 
piace, where the battery was fixed and the op- 
erator was etationed. Superintendent Brown 
said yesterday that on Tuesday afternoon it was 
noticed that something was wrong with the wire 
leading from their Mutual Union office, in No. 
135 Broadway, to Harlem. Expert linemen 
were sent out, and they found that the 
wire had been tapped at Fiftieth street and a 
connection run over to the American Rapid 
Tetegraph Company’s wire on Lexington ave- 
nue, using one of the fire department wires 
to form a part of this. connection. 
The wire was followed down from the 
point where it had been tapped, and 
it was discovered that it ran into Longstreet’s 
place at No. 9 Barclay street. The wire was then 
tapped, and an instrument put in, by which Mr. 
Brown was able to get ail the plans of the con- 
spirators. The proposed pian of operations was 
very simple. Assistant Chiet Operator Keith was 
to bear the Saratoga dispatch come over the 
line announcing the start, and then be on the 
lookout for the name of the winner. This be 
would have transmitted by the direct wire to 
Longstreet’s place in Barclay street, and 
thence it would be dispatched by the combined 
wires to the operator in the place near Hunter's 
Point pool- rooms.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


The Workmen Losing Confidence at 
Pitts burg, Pa. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tune 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 21.—The feeling is al- 
most universal bere that the iron strike is draw- 


ing toa close. Many of the strikers admit that 


they are about ready to give in, and acknowl- 
edge themselves beaten. Brown. Bonnell & 
Co., of Youngstown, are nearly ready to resume. 
The old hands having refused to go to work for 
less than $6, non-unionists will be em ployed. 
Two or three milis in this vicinity will soon start 
on the same basis. None of them will sign the 
scale.

Work will be resumed 
there in afew days. The report that the Edgar 
Thompson Steel Works bad shut down is untrue. 
There is no trouble there. It is reported there 
will be a district meeting of Amaigamated lodges 
some time this week to consider whether to 
break the strike or to bold out. President Jar- 
rett denies the allegadon that he bad lost faith 
in the success of the strike and advised the men 
to ro to work. Secretary Martin bounced a 
newspaper reporter this evening for intimating 
in bis paper that the strikers were weakening. 
He says such is not the fact. Mr. Martin's irri- 
tability is taken as proof of the correctness of 
the reporter's statement. There are many. ru- 
mors afloat, but the situation tonight is substan- 
tially as given above. 


BRiotous Proceedings in the Cumber- 
land Region. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., Aug. 21.—Last evening a 
squad of imported miners, employed by the 
Consolidated Company, was armed and sent to 
Eckhart to quench the fire in one of the com- 
pany’s mines. A party of strikers met them, 
and, after a hard fight, during which firearms 
were used freely on both sides, the squad was 
repulsed, and sent back to their barracks in 
coofusion. Trouble is anticipated at Lonacon- 
ing, where a number ot Frostburg strikers have 
congregated. 

Nearly 1,000 strikers congregated at Lonagon- 
ing by daylight this morning to prevent the 
George's Creek and New Central Companies' old 
miners from going to work. There was no 
demonstration. Those who expected to resume 
work today, realizing their position, remained 
away. There is notbing doing in this region to- 
‘day, excepting that the New Central Company 
are working their new labor, avout eighteen 
men, in the Koontz Mine, to whom no resistance 
or even attention was paid.

Another Large Budget of News Gath- 
ered at Police Headquarters, 
SW Disveteh to Tae Chicago Tribune. 

MiILWwaUkek, Wis., Aug. 21.—The week opens 
with a continuation of last week’s unusual record 
of crime, accidents, etc. James Jardon, the 
negro who was so terribly stabbed on board the 
steawer City of Milwaukee, is dead, and his 
body has been taken from St. Mary's Hospital to 
the morgue, where an inquest will be held to- 
morrow.

Impression of the Wall Street 
Sage on the Great 
Northwest. 

The Present as Contrasted with 
What He Saw Thirty 
Years Ago. 


In the Northwest Is the Seat of 
Empire. | 


A representative of Tun TRIBUNE yesterday 
nad a pleasant hour’s chat with Mr. Rufus 
Hatch relative to bis recent extended trip 
throughout the Northwest and his impressions. 
Recalling the fact that Mr. Hatch had seen Chi- 
cago many yearsago and bad been an active 
business man bere, the visitor’s figst question 
was as to how the city looked after an absence 
of years. 

„Chicago in 1850,” said Uncle“ Rufus, had 
28,000 inhabitants, in 1860 112,000, in 1870 it had 
209,000, and in 1880 it bad 503,000, as compared 
with 1,206,000 in New York. Chicago did not 
build itself, but it was built by the country back 
of it. It bad natural advantages, being at the 
bead of inland navigation, in addition to its po- 
sition as a railroad centre. In 1850 Turner com- 
menced the work when he started the od Galena 
Road, and so one by one the railroads have gone 
on building west, south, and north, and devel- 
oping the country, until today Chicago has halt 
the population of New York. It should be borane 
in mind that it is the country which buiids the 
towns, and if the town gets ahead it must wait 
until the country catches up again. New York 
would be but a small affair if it had no country 
back of it, and so it is with Chicago. 1 have had 
thirty years’ experience East and West. I came 
to Chicago in 1850, and returned to New York in 
18. Even witb all my experience and knowledge 
of the West, this trip bus opened my eyes wider 
than ever before. It was what I may call an 
‘eye-opener.’ It is an Arabian night's dream 
realized.”’ 

‘* What were your impressions of Minnesota? 

I visited St. Paui and Minneapolis in 1808. 
when the former had 16,000 and the latter 8,000 
people. I tind two cities today of 656,000 and 56,- 
oo inhabitants. I fisd wholesale stores doing a 
business equal to what Chicago did in 1860. I 
saw wills with a capacity of 25,000 barreis of 
tour daily, or enougka to supply New York, 
Brooklyn, and Jersey City. These two cities are 
Chicago No. 2.. Ali this prosperity is due to one 
fact, and that is the development of a country 
which twenty-five years ago was unkuowo ex- 
cept to the Indians, the traders, and the soldiers 
at the forts which pretended to protect the 
country from Indian raids.’ 

“What of Duluth?” 

“I found at the bead or foot of Lake Su- 
perior, whichever you are minded to call it, a 
city Of 8,000 iunabitants, located by Proctor 
Knott,

than Chicago ever bad. It sow has a railroad 
completed for 1,300 miles west, running through 
the most productive land have ever seen. 
Duluth is Chicago No. 3, as it will be the outlet 
for Dakota, Montana, Wasbington, Oregon, and 
Wyommg. Even today it is the entry port for 
the heavy goods which are destined for St. Paul. 
It is ouly LW miles fariber from Buffalo than 
Chicago, and navigation is open for about the 
same time. It bas an energetic, cultivated 
class of people from New England and New 
Yor, who are equal to any and all emergen- 
cles. 

Fargo?“ 

“That, ive years ago, was a hamiet—a littie 
Village. ‘Today it numbers 8.00 people. It bas 
a baukinug capital equal to all the capital west 
of Chicago tbirty vears ago, leaving out 88 
Louis, and if you tigure on a special basis you 
may inciude Chicago iu that stutement. I saw 
two trainsa day of ten coacbes each coming 
into Farge loaded with emigrants from Ger- 
many, Norway, aud Sweden. in fact, there are 
coming iuto this country the hardier ciass of 
people, who come in as actual settiers to build 
up the country. There were fine brick and stone 
buildings only surpassed by the ve large 
cities or the East, water-works, ine ¢hurches, 
and thue school-bouses. Above all there is back 
of Fargo a country fifty miles east, south, and 
north, and as far west as you are willing to go, 
which is unsurpassed for every agricultural 
production.“ 

“What were your impressions of the Red Riv- 
er Valley?“ 

“ For fertility of soil it is unsurpassed in the 
country. It is a surprising fact that the snow 
and ice melts more quickly the farther north 
und west we go. It shows that near the mount- 
ains there is a warmer and better climate, and 
an earlier spring. ‘The question of climate as well 
as fertility is now settied. In tact, there bave 
been eight successful crops, each one of which 
broughtinarich return. Last year the season 
wds dry and tae wet lands did the dest, this 
year with a wet spring the dry lands are getting 
the best crops. I see no way to destroy che crop 
this year unless we should bave an entire sus- 
pension of weather of any kind: On tke 
jow lands, with but a slight expenditure for 
drainage, they could always have heavy crops.

dows, but went into the fields of Oats, corn, 
wheat, and vegetables, which were superior to 
anything ever raised in the East, and ali this 
witbout any drainage, irrigation, or fertilizers.”’ 

*Woat of the smaller tuwns?” 

“Jamestown, on the James River, is a small 
place, but to my mind itis destined to be one of 
the large places onthis road.

West of Mandan we crossed the Heart 
River nineteen times in less than fifty miles. 
1 don’t know whether they tried to build 
a crooked river or a straight railroad, 
but the effect is the same. The country is sim- 
ilar tothe Rock River Valley in Lilinois. We 
struck the bad lands.“ which extend for thirty 
miles along the track. If there are evough 
streams and springs emptying into the Little 
Missouri, as they tell me there are, | shouid

From this point on are valleys and roll 
prairies, mixed, good, bad, and indifferent. 
only judge from the grass. I saw freighters 
who suid they bad turned their mules out and 
picked them up in the spring in good codtdinon. 
Oflicers at the posts say that game killed at any 
season is always plump and fresgy. From Bill- 
ings beyond is an Arabian nights story which I 
haven't realized for myself, but if one-bun- 
dredtu part of the stories of officers and freight- 
ers are true, some otber people are destined to 
huve their eyes opened hereafter.”’ 

“ What do you think of the grazing prospects 
in the Yellowstone Valley?’ 

“They are brilliant. Glendive has already 
shipped 4,000 bead, and expects to sbip 12, 
more this year. This shows conclusively tuat 
there is a wood grazing country not far beyond. 
Tbe prices of Montana cattle are from 10 to 15 
Ger cent higher than for ‘Texas cattie. 

nen the Northern Pacific is finished, 
which is expected to be next year, it will open 
up all this country -in Montana, Washington 
Territory, and Oregon. The business is on the 
wround waiting for the road to get there. There 
are 800,000 people who now have to seek au out- 
let for their produce by way of San Francisco. 
The Northern Pacitic in this respect is ditferent- 
1 situated from the other overiand roads. 

hese other roads had to wait for the country 
to grow up. ln this case the country is grown 
up and waiting auxiously for the railroad. I 
believe that on its completion it will be found 
necessary forthe road to at once double its 
rolling stock. 

“After we had reached Billings we returned 
in such a way that we saw by daylight the por- 
tions which we passed over in the night. Thus 
we dave seen the whole country by daylight. 
We gathered samples of grain, visited the 
wheat-fieids while the harvest was in progress, 
aad saw the crops as they actually were gath- 
ered in.“ 

* What were your impressions of Winnipeg?” 

“IT found what tomy mind was a marvelous 
city, something near 1,000 miles north of Chi- 
cago. It is an old Hudson Bay Company's post, 
settied by an energetic set of peopie, 
half English. baif Yankee, half Ger- 
man, and half newly-arrived emi- 
grants—tour baives. Tney told me some 
very extraordinary stories— that the city had 
G. 0% inhabitants, and that 7.0% lived in tents. 
There were wide streets and a live city in all its 
appointmeuts. ILsawa ciub-bouse which New 
York might have been proud of fifteen years 
ago. Liound a class of people who, to my mind, 
meant business. We took a trip west by day- 
light and returned at twilight. Consul Taylor 
told me some very queer stories, one of which 
was that 1. 200 miles west and northwest of Win- 
nipeg, wheat was raised equal to any in the 
Stutes.

1 left is some one who grumbies at business or 
the crops, and I have yet to find that man. 

“What is your opiuion of the effect of this 
great harvest on the wheat market? 

The price of grain will very much depend on 
the foreign demand. It is my impression that 
t, ber oid age, has taken a large con- 
tract with Arabi Bey.

Im- 
agine, then, bis chagrin and mortification when 
one man bardly five minutesin the presence of 
the company, claiming the attention of the as- 
sembiage, recited a poem of so ig@ecent a char- 
acter that. it would have made a pothouse 
loafer blusb. “Hi! bi! Good, Gerry, me 
boy, good!” cries Beveridge from the opposit 
side of the table, slapping the board with a 
vehbemence that made the glasses crack. At 
the head of the table sat John McCullough, 
the soul of dignity and good breeding. Upon 
Dis left was Leonard Jerome, of New York. one 
of the greatest * diners ouc” at that metrop- 
olis. At bis right was Rufus Hatch. Next to 
Jerome sat the veteran McVicker, his white 
hairs silvered by the frosts of many winters.

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 21. —Being a stravger in Chi- 
ago yesterday, Sunday, I took the opportunity 
of going to the north end of Lincoln Park with 
a friend for recreation. Arrived at the city 
limits, we continued our walk still northward by 
the edge of the lake. After resting at a quiet 
spot for two bours or so, as it was very hot, I 
determined to dave a swim. This was at4tc 5 
p.m. Just as I was clothing myself, what was 
my surprise to have a speciai Constable come 
down, headed by a lot of boys, who, seizing me 
roughly, said Lou bad better come with me.“ 
Of course, being peaceably inciined, I went, to- 
gether with my friend, to the police station, 
afterwards beum driven to the so-called house 
ot “justice,” a mile or so away. I was charged 
with violating the laws of Lake View, a place I.

The High Joints Take Another Whack 
at the July Deal in Spring 
Wheat.

Several Witnesses Testify to a Manip- 
ulation of the Market for 
Extortion. 


——— | 


The Markets Yesterday Were Quiet and 
Irregular in Tone. 


Another Whack at the July Wheat 
Deal. 

The Committee on July. Wheat resumed the 
hearing of testamony at 3 p. m. yesterday. 

Tue Chairman announced the decision of the 
committee upon the question of the admissi- 
bility of testimony as to a combination to 
manipulate the market prior to the Ist of July 
and held that they would admit such testimony. 

K. A. Driver was called as a witness by the 
contestants, and said he had been a member of 
the board for fifteen years, On the last day of 
July be was unable to deliver the following 
wheat which had deen sold: 45,000 bushels to 
Lindbloom & Co., 15.000 to William 
Youug & Co., 5,000 to Lansen Bros., 
5.000 to George B. Baldwin & Co.; 20,000 to Irwin, 
Orr & Co.; 5,000 to Higgins & Gilbert. This was 
sold in the mouth of May for July delivery, and 
he did not sell any in July that was defaulted on. 
The witness said he could not settle at what bis 
cust@émers considered a fair price, and, some of 
the customers being members of the board, 
chose to take the benefit of the rule providing 
tor a committee to settle the value. The witness 
said that the market was cornered, and that $1 
a bushel would have been a fair price. He also 
said that he knew of nocause except manipula- 
tion to make a higher price, The witness bought 
several lots of wheat of C. J. Kershaw in settie- 
ment, and that whenever he wanted to buy the 
wheat be had to goto Mr. Kershaw. 

W. G. M’CORMICK WAS RECALLED 
on the part of the contestants and said that his 
contracts for delivery of July wheat were made 
prior to the ‘ist of July. 

J.C. Howard testified that he had been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trade ten years, had seen 
Mr. Kershaw, and knew Mr. Robert Lindbloom 
was on the Board of Trade the last day of July, 
and saw those two gentiemen in conference on 
the board, and also saw Mr. Armour apd Mr. 
Kershaw talking contidentially together; that 
Mr. Kershaw went and communicated to Mr. 
Lindbloom, and Mr. Linabioom immediately 
went into the pit and bid $1.4 for July wheat. 

On cross-examination the wituess said that he 
did not hear what Mr. Armour said to Mr. Ker- 
shaw, and did not know whether Mr. Lindbloom 
went in to buy his wheat on his own account or 
not. 

The testimony of this witness was ruled out by 
the committee. 

George Brine was called by Mr. Wright, and 
said be had been a member of me board for a 
long time; was inthe employ of Armour & Co., 
and knew Philip D. Armour. Witness said be 
was also in the employ of Irwin, Orr & Co. iu re- 
gard to this matter, and that be appeared as 
counsel for Irwin, Orr & Co. He was not a pro- 
fessional lawyer. Mr. Wright objected to Mr. 
Brine continuing to appear for Irwin, Orr & Co. 
The objection was overruled. 

The witness declined to state what compensa- 
tion was paid to him by Irwin, Orr & Co., but 
said be tried to draw bis salary regularly of Ar- 
mour & Co. 

George M. How testified on the part of the 
contestants that ne had been a member of the 
board about twenty-eight vears, and was gen- 
erally on ‘Change. Witness was asked if the 
market for July No. 2 wheat was manipulated 
or cornered, which question produceg a long ar- 
gument on the word “curnered,’’ and it was 
finally ruled out, and Mr. Wright excepted. The 
wituess said be shoujd say the market was ma- 
nipulated, and that a dollar a bushel would be 
an extreme price for No.2 spring wheat at tbe 
end of July. He said be did not knowof any 
other cause for bigber price than manipulauon: 
that he never knew of a market being manipu- 
lated unless it was for the purpose of 

EXTORTING UNREASONABLE DAMAGES. 

Oo cross-examination the witness said be had 
known of the market having been manipuiated 
for the purpose of decreasing the price. The 
witness said be could not absolutely state the 
names of parties who manipulated the market. 
In answer to a question by Mr. Beli the witness 
said be thought the murket was manipulated as 
far back as May for July wheat, and that it was 
done by the same parties who manipulated it in 
July. 

On redirect examination the witness stated 
that. to the best of bis knowledge and belief, the 
parties who manipulated the market were Mr. 
Armour and Mr. Kershaw. Being asked by the 
Chuirman the grounds of his knowledge and be- 
lief, he said that he saw certain brokers always 
buy ing. and the trades never could be settled. 
Among these brokers were Mr. Lindbioom, Ir- 
win, Orr & Co., George Lidridge, and, he thougnt, 
George C. Ball and Wiiilam Young & Co. He 
had scon these gentlemen buy, but had not seen 
them sell; that be saw Armour and Kershaw 
give orders to the brokers, and saw the brokers 
go into the pit. 

Julien S. Rumsey was called on the part of the 
contestants, and testified that be bad been a 
member of the board thirty-four or thirty-five 
years, and helped organize it, andtried to keep 
track of the market: that the market for No. 2 
spring wheat was manipulated during the month 
of July: that the extreme price or market value 
for wheat on the 3lst day of July was ¥5 cents a 
bushel; that he tried to get wheat tor milling 
purposes out of the elevators some time during 
the month of March, and the millers said that 
the samples would vot make decent flour, ex- 
cept some of the wheat that was iu Neely's ele- 
vator; that a great deal of wheat was posted as 
being out of condition; that the last year’s crop 


WAS NOT OF GOOD QUALITY. 


Witness said chat he didn't believe that the 
wheat would pay out to the parties who nold it 
now 75 cents a bushel. Inthe opinion of witness 
there was uv other cause except manipulation 
to produce a higher price thun bö cents; that he 
vever knew of a manipulation except for the 
purpose of extorting unreasonable damages, and 
had known of some for that purpose, which bad 
heretofore been called corners, aud that is what 
he would term this one. Being asked to name 
the parties who manipulated the market, Mr. 
Rumsey said he thought Mr. Armour and Mr. 
Kershaw were the leading saints, with the as- 
sistance of Irwin, Orr & Co., Mr. Baldwin. Mr. 
Eldridge, Mr. Ball, and various others. The wit- 
ness said be was not juterested in the deal: that 
bis house refused to make trades in July wheat. 
The Chairman asked the witness what were the 
gruuods of his knowledge and belief, 
that Mr. Armour and Mr. Kershaw were manip- 
uiating the market, and be answered that it was 
trom the propensity that rules in their innocent 
bosoms for one ing, and for another thing 
some time iu July the Chicago Times bad an in- 
terview, apparently with Mr. Armour, in which 
be virtuaily admitted that he was running a 
corner. The witness said he had no facts, and 
only swore to bis best knowledge and bel.ef: 
that Le hadn’t the slightest doubt of the fact 
that these men were running a corner, and 
didn’t suppose there was a man lu the room that 
had. The witness ciaimed that the longs were 
not damaged by the non-delivery of the wheat, 
but they would have lost $1,000,000 if the wheat 
had been delivered according to concract. 

James H. Miln testitied that be had been a 
member of the board for ten years, and was a 
shipper and exporter, etc.; that ju July he re- 
ceived cablegrams offering 45 sbillings and three 
pence for No. 2 spring wheat, and be replied 
that he could seil tor 48 shillings and six penee, 
which was declined. On the tu of July be re- 
ceived a cablegram inquiring the price, and re- 
plied that it was $1.02, and was afterwards in- 
formed that it was teo bigh. Witness was of 
opinion that $1.02 was the extreme legitimate 
value of wheat on the 27th day vf July, and 
knows of vo other cause but manipulation to 
make a higher price. 

N. B. Reum testitied that be bad been a mem- 
ber of the board for seven years; that be pur- 
chased wheat in settlement on the last day of 
the mouth—15,000 at $1.26%, and was oifered 
20,000 more. He believed the market was manip- 
ulated; should think a fair price would have 
been from $1.06 to $1.10. 

ON CROSS-EXAMINATION 
he said that other trades were settled at the 
game time. 

Milton C. Lightner testified that he bad been a 
member of the board for seven or eight years; 
that his firm defaulted 10.000 bushels in July, 
baving bought 30,000 and sold 40,000. The 40. 000 
sold was 20,000 to Irwin. Orr & Co., 15,000 tu Lind- 
bloom, and 5.00 to G. D. Baldwin. The witness 
testified that the market was mauipulated. and 
he thought about $1.02 was a fair vulue; that be 
thought the manipulation was for the purpose 
of extortion, and considered the prioes on the 
board on the last day of July purely fictitious. 

C. H. Taylor testified that he nad been a mem- 
ber of the board for fourtéenu or fifteen years, 
and was generally on ‘Change during business 
hours; that the market for July No. 2 spring 
wheat was manipulated, and $1.10 would be the 
outside limit of value; that be knows of no 
other cause than manipulation for a higher 
price; never kuew of a manipulated market 
except for purposes of extortion. He first be- 
came convinced that the market was cornered 
from the action of Mr. Lindbloom.

Quiet and Irregular Markets for Bread- 
stuffsand Provisions; 

The markets were generally quiet yesterday 
and irreguiarin tone, though there was not 
much variation in prices, with one or two ex- 
eeptions. The feeling in grain was rather bear- 
ish at the opening, owing to the fact of due 
weather and the expectation of larger receipts. 
When the receipts for the day were posted they 
were fourd to be not so big as expected. except 
in the case of oats, and the movement 
of wheat from the seaboard was found 
to be large. This ied to a reaction 
in wheat and corn, especially as the foreign 
telegrams indicated a little more firmness in 
eastern Europe. The wheat market: was, how- 
ever, very quiet in futures, the pit being almost 
deserted at times, while there was a moderate 
shipping demand for the spot offerings at about 
half a cent decline. The arrivals of spring 
wheat were larger, promising a little trade in 
that kind of grain in the future in spite of the 
pelief of many that our spring wheat market 
bas gone to Davy Joues’ locker. The trading 
in corn was a little more active than in the case 
of wheat, some buying orders com in from 

arties who had heard the news that corn in 

unsas was suffering from the drouth. There 
were no features in those markets. 


THE RECEIPTS OF OATS 


were Nb car-loads, and this caused a drop of 
about two cents in the price of spot, while fut- 
ures exbibited comparatively littiechange. The 
reason for the decline in cash oats was a double 
one, the larger receipts here being accompanied 
by asmaller demand. It is understood that a 
considerable part of the pressure for casb vats 
within the last fortnight has been owing to the 
demand from parties who sold to supply the 
squeeze in New York for this month, and the 
time is fast approaching when it will be difficult 
to get guarantees that oats shipped trom this 
city would arrive therein time to be delivered 
vu the Zlst of the month. This burning the 
candle at both ends accounts for the two cents 
decline. 

The rye market was steady. Barley for Sep- 
tember advanced haif a cent, but fell back. 

Provisions were quiet and stronger. There 
was a good demand for short ribs, which are 
understood to be wauted for shipment South, 
and they sold at 13 cents spot. Pork was strong, 
as it is stated that the etocks of short ribs here 
and elsewhere are now so small that parties iu 
other cities are emptying their pork barrels 
ano smoking their contents to make bacon. A 
lot of 1,500 barrels was shipped from here 
Saturday for that purpose. It is understood 
that it went to Cincinnati. Lard was dull, and 
looked as if it would have been weaker but for 
the strength in other product, 

PUTS AND CALLS. 

The remaining members of the Board of Real- 
Estate Mauagers went East last evening, and it 
is expected before their return that they will 
select the stone to be used in the new Board of 
Trade building.

Mrs. John Brown, the wife of the hero of Har- 

per’s Ferry, arrived in the eity yesterday after- 

noon, to be present at the exercises of the John 

Brown Monumental Association,“ to be held at 

Ogden's Grove tomorrow to raise funds to erect 

a suitable monument to the memory of her late 

husband. Sbe was met at the Northwestern 

depot by Judge Bradwell and Dr. W. J. W. W. 

Washington Jr., but the arrangement was that 

she should bave been met by the Reception 

Committee and a detachment of the State 

militia, headed by a band of music. Dr. Washb- 

ington, who appears to be managing the affair, 
explained, however, that the committee 
had been ai little remiss, and that 
the “colored troops” had deen unable 
to get the necessary accoutrements from the

Mrs. Brown is 66 years of age, tall and sparely 
built, remarkably active for ber years, and a 
lady of more than ordivary intelligence cousid- 
ering the circumstances uuder wulch sue was 
reared. Sne was neatiy attired in a dark travel- 
ing suit and a duster, and when the reporter 
calied upon her at the botel she was in 
the act of arrapging for a rest, complaining 
of being worn out by her journey.

OLD GERMAN SETTLERS. 


An Enjoyable Gathering Westerday at 
Ogden’s Grove. 

The annual picnic of the old settlers of Chi- 
cago took place yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing at Oaden's Grove, and proved a decided suc- 
cess. The crowd began to assemble about 1 
o'clock, and it is safe to say that during the day 
and evening about 5,000 people visited the grove. 
The majority of those present were Germans, 
and the exercises were conducted in the German 
language. The politicians were out in full force, 
as they were sure that most of the picnickers 
were of age and had votes, and they purchased 
unlimited beer for the crowd. At a stand 
near the headquarters tent a committee 
were busily engaged in registering the old 
settlers and issuing pretty badges bearing the 
date of settlement here. Persons to whom 
badges were issued were required to bave been 
residents of Chicago pefore 1860 and be 38 years 


of age. 

The aged settlers gathered themselves to- 
getber during the afternoon and gwap 
gigantic stories about early Chicago while they 
sipped their beerand Rbine wine and masticated 
the cheerful saurkraut and pretzels, 
were offered for the oldest male settler, the 
oldest female settler, the old settler who be- 
longed to the largest number of 
secret societies, the oldest Cook County 
male farmer. the oldest female 
farmer. The prizes consisted of silver medals, 
and the books were open for registry at the 
beadquarter tent during the forenoon. 
— retired about 8 o'clock to make their de- 
cisions. 

About 4o’clock the Hon. John Wentworth ar- 
rived of the ground, and was at once surround- 
ed by an entbusiastic crowd of old settiers, who 
insisted upon shaking bands with him. He was 
escorted a? to tuke some Rhine wine. but said 
he never imbibea anything so light. Another 
old-timer was Alexander Walker, who came 
here in the spring of 1884.

The dancing platform 
was weill filled during the afternoon, and the 
old-time dances were induiged ia to a large ex- 
tent. 

At5o’clock the bugle-call was sounded, and 
a large crowd assembled in front of the band- 
stand, and Mr. Emil Dietzsch was introduced as 
the orator of the day. and made ap able address 
in German, Wich was highly appreciated and 
loudly applauded. He spoke at some length of 
early Chicago and of whatthe Germans bad 
done toward making Chicago the metropolis it 
was today. At the conclusion of his remarks 
Mr. Walker was introduced and received with 
applause. A delegation of committeemen start- 
ed out and surrounded 2 and tried 
to get him up to the platform, but be would not 
have it, and escaped by calling them up and pur- 
chasing the beer. The crowd joined in singing 
a German song composed for the occasion by 
Mr. Dietzsch.

The professional operators, the Evening Post 


thinks, are attempting to skake out the outside 
public. Having a good profit, many outsiders 
have realized on it by selling out, and stocks are 
coming more and more within the control of 
the most prominent individual speculators, 
who will manipulate both the stock 
and money markets to suit their own 
plans as soon as they can buy the generai 
control. For the last three weeks this class of 
operators has been on the bear side. But thus 
far, until the past week, the drift of public Opin+ 
jon has been too strong for them. In accordance 
with their past policy, as soon as they find the 
general public disposed to sell out, they will raid 
the market down to a point where they feei dis- 
posed to buy the control. 

The failure of the recent large exports of wheat 
to affect the exchange market are explained by 
the fact that bills were drawn and sold in July for 


the great bulk of the wheat exported during the

The present exports of 
breadstuffs are therefore not helping the ex- 
change market now, nor will they be likely to do 
so—to the extent that the volume of exports 
would indicate—for some time yet, until the 
speculative contracts made two months ago 
have been filled.

Barley closed unchanged, at 94e for No. 2, Sep- 
tember delivery. Hogs were active and 100 
higher, at 57. 7008. 40 for light and at 57. 708.90 
for heavy. Cattle were firm and active, with 
sales at $3.20@6.75 for poor to good. 

Groceries were ordered freely by the country 
trade. Prices ranged steady. Dry goods con- 
tinue to receive increasing attention, and there 
is a firm market, especially for cottons. In 
dried fruit there was continued quiet, with 
prices of most lines showing a lack of strength. 
Apples. blackberries, and pitted cherries remain 
firm. Fish sold in a moderate way at previous quo- 
tations, prices averaging firm. There was some 
activity in the demand for grain-bags, and prices 
remained strong. Dealers in dairy products 
were asking and obtaining fully previous prices 
both for butter and cheese. The former was 
fairly active, but there was a rather quict trade 
in cheese. Oils sold at steady figures. There 
was a good demand for pig-iron, and the market 
was guoted firm.

Four or five hundred car-loads of oats 
per day here with no demand to fill short sules 
on the seaboard is what the local shorts have 
been counting on for the last ten daysin August. 

Blackberries sold on South Water street yes- 
terday at 60c@$L.00 per case of 16 quarts. The 
fruit was not as choice as some that has been on 
the market this season, but could be classed as 
fairly merchantable. Thisis probably the lowest 
at which these berries will sell the present year. 
Shipments have reaehed the maximum, and wiil 
probably fall off daily hereafter. 

Peaches are arriving plentifully, but many of 
the consigoments are in bad condition on ar- 
rival, and go principally to peddlers. The bulk 
of the merchantable fruit sells at 40c@$1.25 per 
basket, the latter price for choice Crawfords.

From the testimony 
it appeared that Zinke bought the revelver sev- 
era days before the shooting, stating at the 
time that he had just bad troubie with some 
fellow whom he proposed te shoot in the leg in 
case of an emergency. Two or three wit- 
nesses of the shooting testified that when 
Zinke and Berning met, the former pulled bis 
revoiver and ordered Berning to stand back. 
The latter stooped down and picked up a stone, 
and while he was straightening up the shot wus 
fired. The jury expressed the opinian that 
Zinke was guilty of manslauchter and recom- 
mended that he be held in such bail as should be 
fixed by the Judge of the Criminal Court. They 
did not say anything about the storekeeper,
